Now the con- 
ditions between the two are somewhat 
different, and one must study them care- 
fully if he would get at a proper under- 
standing of the question here pro- 
pounded. 

The eastern farmer is better off, te- 
canse he has found out from experience 
that ten acres are often quite enough for 
ene man to farm and that when a farm 
of this size is properly run it pays a good 
living. His whole life is a steady one 
and not a speculative one. The western 
man, with his hundreds of acres, gam- 
bles. He takes chances with the 
weather and trusts to luck for the issue. 
if his crop turns out well, he makesa 
neat little eum, but if the weather is 
against him he probably looses all and 
brings mortgage upon the place. A few 
successive bad searons breaks him ap 
completely. There is the same feverish 
excitement about this kind of farmibg as 
there is about stock epecalation in Wall 
street. It is the everlasting fever to 

strike it rich,” to make lote of money in 
a short time. 

Thies has been the great trouble with 
western farming in the past,and the 
weet is just realizing that it needs far- 
mers now, and not farming speculators. 
There is no such chance to make any big 
profit in the east, and the dairyman of 
New York and Pennsylvania, the trait 
crowers of New Jersey and the Hudson 
River and the general market gardeners 
of Massachusetts settle down quietly to 
their emall farms and make them pay 
because itis steady job and a sure one 
f properly worked. 

There are plenty of indications that 
emall farms are spreading in through the 
west, especially in the dairy districts. 
Genuine farmers are now taking up the 
and that the speculators failed with, and 
they will do considerable in the next 
dozen years to raise mortgages.

AN AWFUL DISASTER. 


SIX MEN KILLED 


ty an Explosion in « Pennsylvania Coal 
Mine. 


By anexplosion of mine gas at the 
West Barridge coilierv of the leading 
Coal Co., at Mahanoy Plane, Pa., six 
miners were killed and fye were burned, 
four of them probabiv fatally. The dead 
are: Peter Greenback, of St. Clair; Jos. 
Ghbhe, of Crescent Hills; T. Durkin. of 
(virardville; Benj. Reaber, of Mahanoy 
Piane; Peter Kline and Anthony Myers, 
of Ashland. The first fye men were 
probably instantly killed, and it was 
some time hefore their bodies were re- 
covered from the workings. but Myers 
was taken out alive and died while being 
carried to the hospital. The injured are 
‘iward Davis, of Girardville: Wm. Win- 
nach and Wm. Goff, of Ashland: John 
Lamey and Wm. Davis, ef Mahanoy 
Plane. It is feared that the firet four of 
these injured men are fatally burned, but 
Davis was only slightiv burt. The origin 
of the explosion is unknown, bnt it is 
supposed that a naked lamp igniteda 
large body of gas that had been let loose 
from a blast that was made in the gang- 
way. The explosion set fire to the tim- 
bers of what is called the “monkey air- 
way” cntting off the escape of the five 
men killed in the mine. The six men 
who were taken ont alive were nearest 
the gangway and escaped the suffocating 
fumes of the gas and the avalanche of 
‘oal and timber which followed the ex- 
vlosion. Fierce tre broke out in the 
gangwav but nevertheless the work of 
rescuing the imprisoned men or recover- 
ing their bodies if dead was at once pro- 
ceeded with. A line of hose was run in- 
to the gangway and the dead hodies of 
men were recovered. The 
collierv has a capacity of 200,400 tons

[dominion parliament jurisdiction, power 
to pass legislation from time to time.
